INQUIRIES FOR FACTORIES. 

An Irish ,\ Times reporter. interviewed 
three of Dublin’s. leading auctioneers, 
and Jearnt that” they are in frequent com- 
munication with cross-Channel manufacturers 
who are looking for factories in the Free 
State, their object being to get rid not only 
of the tayiffs, but of the great irritation caused 
by them. One of these gentlemen stated that 
his firm had many inquiries from these firms 
looking for factories. ‘There are very few 
factories,”’ he said, ‘‘ in this country, and con- 
sequently none to let. If we had them, we 
would have no difficulty in letting them. . 

‘There is, too, a more wholesome inquiry 
for business premises. We had many premises 
& year or two ago at which no one looked, 
but now we are doing a considerable business 
in that way. There is,’’ this gentleman con- 
tinued, ‘‘a gradual coming down of values. 
The excited market has gone, and it is a 
very good thing, because it was not for the 
general good. Values are approaching to 
normal, and, needless to say, that is for the 
benefit of the country. The excited demand for 
houses to occupy is gone, and a very significant 
thing in that connection is the reappearance 
of ‘house to let.” These are not unhealthy 
signs; on the contrary, they are signs. of 
much healthier tone in our business life.’ 

THE. DEMAND FOR LAND. 

Discussing land as an investment, he said 
that there was a demand for land, but the 
operation of certain Land Acts has more or 
less worked as a check on the purchase of bi 
estates. because the Government has reserv 
to themselves the power to aequire some of 
the land at any time. .That has» affected 
buyers, and consequently prices. In the 
Metropolitan county and Meath, Kildare and 
Wicklow there is an. unquestionable market 
for any good property; even of a residential 
character. Big residences are, however, out 
of favour, which is due probably to a change 
in the conditions of living. People do not now 
hke the responsibility of a large staff of 
servants, both indoor and outdoor, and women 
have rebelled against the cost of housekeep- 
ing on a large scale, the upkeep of gardens, 
etc. í 
| It is true that there is prómress—it is very 


‘| slow and does not justify any blowing of 


trumpets. Undoubtedly, “within the last 
cotiple of months there have been signs that 
confidence in the country is increasing, and 
the most significant sign of all is that people 
are buying property for investment, and not 
a8 a speculation. 

As to the likelihood of wealthy Americans 
in any number coming here and taking up 
residential holdings, he confessed that he saw 
no tendency in that direction, and added that 
the want of social life prevented many who 
had formerly resided in tse country from re- 
turning: but there were many retired naval 
and military officers and civil servants who 
had lived in the Free State coming back. 

ANXIOUS TO RETURN. 

Mr. James S. McMahon, President of the 
Auctioneers’ Association (Messrs. H. and M. 
Dockrell, Ltd.), in an interview, said that 
there was no doubt whatever of the tendency 
of Irish people to return to this country. 
Only the other day, he said. a retired Rear 
Admiral commissioned us to procure for: him 
a place in the County Meath, and he has now 
taken a furnished house there, in which he 
will stay until he gets a suitable residence 
He is keenly interested in hunting. To-day 
we received an inquiry for a place near 
Dublin, the Dips mentioned being £5,000. 
People brought up here and who had to, or 
did. leave the country are anxious to get 
hack. and we are receiving inquiries every 
day from them. They do not seem to be 
happy at. the other side. because most of 
their friends are at this side.

NORMAL CONDITIONS IN THE 

For good ground rents there is an increased 
demand.

, THE BURDEN OF PROOF. 

In any prosecution for failing to comply 
with the Act the burden: of proof in any of 
the following. matters lies on the person 
prosécuted ~~(a) Age of child; (b) that there 
was reasonable excuse for non-attendance ; 
and {c) that the child is receiving suitable’ 
elementary education in some other manner. 

Whenever a child 1s absent from school on 
any day or days the parent must, as soon 
as possible and in any case within. three days, 
communicate in writing or in person with the 
principal teacher of the school the cause of 
the child’s absence. 

It is interesting to note that until the year 
1936 the fact that a child of twelve years of 
age and over has been prevented from attend- 
ing tchool by reason of his having been 
engaged in. light agricultural work for his 
parents on his parents’ lands will be regarded 
as a reasonable excuse for non-attendance at 
school on not more than ten days between 
17th March and 15th May, and again between 
lst August and 15th October in any year. 

The Minister may make regulations pro- 
hibiting or restricting the employment of 
children; and any person who employs a child 
in contravention of such regulations may 
render himself liable to prosecution, and, on 
conviction, to a fine not exceeding 40s. for a 
first offence, and not exceeding £5 for a 
second or subsequent offence. 

THE ENFORCING AUTHORITIES. 

In the county boroughs of Dublin, Cork 
and Waterford, and in the urban areas of 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Pembroke and Rathmines 
and Rathgar, the enforcing authority is the 
School Attendance Committee in these areas. 

In all other areas the enforcing authority 
is the Superintendent of the Civic Guard, 
who is empowered to exercise his functions 
through the members of the Civic Guard 
under his authority.

SVEN HEDIN’S NEXT 
EXPEDITION. 


From Oug Own CORRESPONDENT. 
STOCKHOLM, Tuesday. 

Messages received here from Peking 
to-day state that the world famous ex- 
plorer, Sven Hedin, who is now 61 years 
of age, has received a concession from the 
Peking Government to start a new ex- 
ploration expedition in the desert regions 
of Central Asia. It is in this same district 
that thirty years ago Sven Hedin accom- 
plished pioneer work in discovering the 
forgotten cities of the desert of Chinese 
Turkestan. 

Last autumn Sven Hedin left Stockholm 
for Peking, where he met J. Gunnar 
Andersson, the well-known expert on 
Chinese archeology, and immediately set 
to work to procure the present concession. 
Sven Hedin will be accompanied by a 
young Swedish geologist, Erik Norin, the 
two Chinese geologists, Wang and Chao, 
and will have unlimited resources for a 
long exploration trip, which it is expected 
will last about four years. 

The explorer’s nearest aim is the Pro- 
vince of Qansu, in North-Western China, 
and Western Mongolia, Chinese Turkes- 
tan, all of which are chiefly unknown 
regions, which will be mapped and studied 
geologically, climatically, and topographi- 
call

23 PERSONS INJURED AT 
BALTIMORE.

BALTIMORE, Tuesday. 

An emergency. call was issued to all 
ambulances in the city, and all available 
doctors and nurses were sent to the French 
training ship Richelien, which was in- 
volved: in an explosion ‘while ‘lying at the 
wharf, of the Curtis Bay Colliety.

A PERIL TO CIVILISATION. 

A striking warning against the manner in 
which Great Britain is ‘‘ muddling alorg’”’ 
on the question of the reproduction of de- 
— was uttered by Professor E. W. 
Macbride, F.R.8., who spoke at the annual 
conference of educational societies at Uni- 
versity College, London, on “ The Natyre and 
Origin of Racial Differences.’’ 

“ Before long,” said the Professor, ‘‘ we 
shall have to face the question of putting a 
compulsory check upon the reproduction of 
degenerates. It is being fought now on all 
serts of grounds, but the necessity for it is 
becoming more widely felt. e have a 
happy-go-lucky sort of fatalism that we have 
muddled along for handreds of years, and 
that we shall muddle along for the next 
hundred years, but I do not think people 
uite realise how the muddling was done in 
the Middle Ages. They do not realise that 
a civilisation is not necessarily immortal. It 
can nm“ and perish utterly, and it perishes

OBITUARY. 


MR. AMBROSE McEVOY, A.R.A. 

Mr. Ambrose McEvoy, A.R.A., the well- 
known artist, died of pneumonia in a London 
nursing home yesterday. Mrs. McEvoy was 
present, at his death, 

Mr. McEvoy was a son of Captain McEvoy, 
of the Confederate Army, and married, in 
1902, the daughter of Colonel Spencer 
Edwards, of Bath. ‘There are one son and one 
daughter of the marriage. 

Ambrose McEvoy, born in 1878, was one of 
the most successful and, in some ways, one 
of the most charming of contemporary British 

ortrait- painters, writes an art critic. Both 
in oil paints and in water colours he recorded, 
not so much the actual features of his sitters, 
as his impressions of their personalities. His 
method was particularly well adapted to 
portraits of young and beautiful women, whom 
he portrayed, for  eteecigag in relatively 
simple everyday clothes. He avoided any- 
thing approaching a dressed-up appearance in 
his sitters. His pictures were studies that 
appeared at the first glance to be ‘nebulous 
and superficial, but the longer one looked av 
them the more intimate they appeared to be, 
and those who own them always grow much 
attached to them. 

Mr. McEvoy modelled his painting on the 
technique of. Gainsborough, whose works he 
greatly admired. ‘‘ There are days,’’ he once 
suid to a friend, ‘‘ when I think Gainsborough 
the greatest artist who ever lived.” And it 
was admiration for Gainsborough’s technique 
which was the inspiration of his own fluent 
-anttelusive touch. :

STRANGE CASE AT 
MANCHESTER. 


A charge of inciting to kidnap children 
was preferred at the Manchester City Police 
Court yesterday against a _ well-dressed 
woman,. Minnie Gilbert (31), lately living at 
5 Clifton Drive, Lytham. The defendant, 
whe was undefended, was arrested yesterday 
at Wigan. 

It was stated for the prosecution that the 
defendant incited Charles Frederic Billington 
and James Francis Taylor, two of the defen- 
danta in a fraud charge, to kidnap a five year 
old girl and a nine year old” bey living with 
their parents, a family named Bateman, at 
Colne, Lancashire. The defendatit ap- 
parently saw the names of Billington and 
Taylor. in connection with a number of 
alleged house tenancy frauds, and a news- 
paper containing their names and addresses 
was found in her possession. She got into 
touch with them and proposed that they 
should kidnap the Bateman children and take 
them in a motor car to St. Anne’s, promis- 
ing them £500 for their services. - The two 
nfen, however, informed the police, stating 
that the defendant said to them: '' You know 
you are in trouble, Now I have read your 
case in the papers, and I dare say the money 
will be useful to you.” V

Fatal Wound in Hand.—A verdict of ''acci- 
dental death ” was returned at the inquest 
held by the Belfast Coroner on Francis 
McCann (59), a lighterman, of Central street 
(Newtownards road), who was fatally in- 
jured at Queen’s quay on 18th December last. 
John M. Bryns, Methuen street, said that 
they were on an American boat, and McCann 
was coming aboard to pull a lighter round 
to the off-side of the ship. When he was on 
the gangway the boathook slipped off, and 
was about to fall into the water when he 
made a grab for it, catching it in his hand. 
The sharp end of the hook went through his 
hand, between his thumb and first finger. 
The injured man was hurried to hospital, 
but the wound suppurated; and death fol- 
lowed a few days afterwards from inflam- 
mation of the arm. 

Strabane Roads.—At the meeting of tho 
Strabane Rural District Council, Mr. David 
Craig complained of the condition in which 
some of the third and fourth class roads 
were being maintained. Mr. Leebody said 
that the roads complained of were in the 
hands of contractors, who could not be got 
to carry out their work. It was almost im- 
possible to do vo, with them, and the 
worst of it was that the system of accepting 
sureties amounted to a farce, as they were 
valueless.

Mr. John W. Ryan, in returning thanks, 
said that he would not be human if he did 
not feel the at compliment they had 
paid him. e looked upon it as the 
proudest day of his life that he was called 
upon to preside over that old organisation 
for the year 1927.

EFFECT OF COMPULSORY 
i ENDORSEMENT. 

So far, for one reason or another, very 
few. licences in the country had been de- 
stroyed by its operation; but it was only two 
rears in existence, and it was their duty to 
ook ahead and survey what its operation 
would mean in, say, five, ten or fifteen years’ 
time. It would simply mean, to his mind, 
within even the short period of five years, 
if its force were put into full play, the 
destruction of hundreds of licences in the 
Free State, and in twenty years’ time would, 
perhaps, have reduced the licences of Ireland 
to-a number sufficient to please the Iem- 
perance parties, without any sort or kind 
of compensation. ‘hat, gentlemen, was a 
terrible prospect, and it was their duty to 
leave nothing undone until the Act was 
altered to meet the demands of justice. They 
had no objection to the punishing of those 
traders who wilfully broke the law of their 
country—in fact, it had always been the aim 
of that Association to see that the law was 
carried out—but the punishment should fit 
the crime. - 

They had been threatened with—or, should 
he say, promised ’—further legislation, and it 
was up to every fafr-minded citizen to support 
the inclusion in that legislation of a repeal 
of the compulsory endorsement sections of the 
Act of Looking to the future, the 
Minister for Justice, as he had stated, had 
promised them another Licensing Bill. ‘hat, 
which would be the fourth bill dealing with 
their trade brought in within three years, 
was to be based upon the findings of the 
Liquor Commission; but when, he asked, 
were they going to see it or what was it 
going to be like? These were very im- 
portant considerations for them at the 
moment, and it seemed rather strange that, 
though it was promised in the autumn 
session, there was yet. no sign of its making 
an appearance. In the meantime a general 
clection was approaching; they had no idea 
where they were in regard to the compulsory 
endorsements, and the Minister for Finance 
held out no hope of relief in the duties. 


THE COMING MEASURE. 

In the circumstances, he found himself, as 
their new chairman, placed in a rather tight 
corner. Personally, he thought, if the two 
Ministers responsible failed to give satisfac- 
tory guarantees, it would be the duty of the 
trade to use their entire influence on behalf 
of such men as would give those guarantees. 
As business men with a stake in the country 
and a big interest in its future, they must 
demand that they be let know where they 
were without any further delay. The 
activities of their opponents were never 
pus than at the present moment, and it 

oved every trader in the country to stand 
up and support their organisation. ‘Those 
activities they have, of course, been always 
accustomed to; but for some reason or 
another they seem to find more favour with 
their present Government than ever they did 
in the past. In fact, they have been already 
translated into law from which their trade is 
suffering. 7 

Judging by the statements made by the 
Minister for Justice. to the Press, the pro- 
posed bill will be on the lines of the Com- 
mission Report. One of the recommendations 
in that report, if made law, would sound 
the death-kmell of the tourist traffic in 
Ireland, and as a trader from one of the 
counties possessing, perhaps, the greatest 
natural attractions in the country, the 
County Wicklow, he felt that the suggested 
limitation of facilities to obtain ah dr “idir 
on Sundays would destroy one of the greatest 
potential assets they had. The development 
of thé tourist traffic should be aided by every 
national influence possible, instead of being 
injured, if not destroyed, as wdtld be the 
efiect of the Commission’s recommendations 
in regard to the bona fide traveller trade 
if put into law. '

THE VICE-CHAIRMAN. 
Mr. James J. O'Neill, in returning thanks 
for his election as vice-chairman, said that it 
was, indeed, a position in which he was very 
proud to be placed unanimously by the repre- 
sentatives of the licensed trade of the ree 
State, and one next to the honoured position 
of their chairman, which he thought carried 
with it a very large amount of trust and con- 
fidence. He would assure them that he would 
at all times do his best to justify their choice, 
and in the rather’ nebulous future that was 
before them it would be his aim to do the 
very best that he could on behalf of the 
general interest and to repay his colleagues 
or the honour and compliment which they 
had paid him. (Loud cheers.) 
Mr. Michael Humphrys returned thanks for 
his re-election as treasurer; and Messrs. P. 
Conway, Senator Michael Fanning, and John 
Walters, Co.Co., also returned thanks for 
their election as trustees. 

RETIRING CHAIRMAN THANKED. 

Mr. Patrick Conway then proposed the 
following resolution :'—- 
“That we, the Committee of the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protection Associatiun 
of Ireland, desire to place on record our 
highest. appreciation of the manner in which 
Mr. Joseph Fagan discharged the onerous 
duties of chairman during the year 1926; and 
that we, on our own behalt and on behalf of 
the entire trade, tender to him our very best 
thanks for his untiring and successful efforts 
during that period.”’ 

. The resolution, which was seconded by 
Senator Fanning and supported by Mr. J. J. 
O’Neill (vice-chairman), Mr. James T. Ryan, 
Senator Kennedy, Mr. J. P. McCabe, Mr. 
T. F. Healy, Mr. Dobson and others, was 
carried with acclamation. 

Mr. Fagan, in returning thanks for the vote 
of appreciation which had been passed, said 
that, while he was very proud, indeed, to 
have filled that honourabie position of chair- 
man of the organisation of the licensed trade 
of the Free State, he was not, at the same 
time, vain enough to think that he merited 
all the encomiums that had been passed upon 
him. He felt, however, the genuine feeling 
of good-will towards him which underlay the 
remarks of the proposer and seconder and 
supporters of the resolution. For that reason 
he was heartily grateful, and could only 
wish—indeed, it would be the wish of his life 
—to retain for the remainder of his days the 
friendship and good-fellowship of his many 
friends. 

AN HONOURABLE TRADE. 

Continuing, he said that their trade was an 
old and honourable one, and could boast as 
proud, useful and creditable a place in the 
national life of their country as any of the 


would be in a better position than it was “I 


| 
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other phases of commercial life. Indeed, he 


to cast any reflection on any other section of 
the community, that for many generations 
back those associated with the licensed trade 
of Ireland could claim a highér place in the 
national life. As far as history went back it 
would be found that the licensed traders of 
the country had always taken a very pro- 
minent part and made great sacrifices for 
their country’s uplifting. For that reason he 
could only repeat that it would be to him a 
source. as he hoped, of justifiable pride to 
remember that he had for one year stood at 
the head of their business. The year which 
‘id just closed was, in a sense, an ‘uneventful 
one from their point of view, but was, at the 
same time, a year of great anxiety for those 
associated with the conduct of their trade. 
The one outstanding feature of his vear of 
office, which he would cherish as, perhaps, 
the greatest achievement, was that thev had 
restored absolute unity in the ranks of their 
trade. (Hear, hear.) The best proof of that 
was that they had his worthy friend, John W. 
Ryan, who up to a year ago was chair- 
man of the Counties Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ Association, now presiding over 
The quality of unity 
; all progress in any 
community, but to none more than the 
licensed trade. For that reason there was 
nothing pleased him more than to see his 
worthy friend Mr. Ryan, by his presence in 
the chair, putting a seal on that unity for the 
present and for the future. (Hear, hear.) 
Speaking personally, in Mr. Ryan they had 
a man of ability, popularitv and experience 
as a public man, and he felt quite confident 
that the fortunes of the licensed trade for 
the year 1927 would be safe in his hands. 
THE STANDARD BOTTLE. 


As to the other occurrences during the 
year, in the order of sequence, the first that 
he had to refer to was the Standard Bottle 
Order, which same into operation early in 
February. ‘That Order, as they knew, 
enforced the use of standard bottles in the 
case of sales of beer. As the result of their 
representations to the Government the trade 
was allowed to use bottles already in stock, 
so long as they were not smaller than the 
three standard sizes up to the end of 1927. 
That was, of course, a substantial concession,. 
for it would prevent the scrapping of property 
to the extent of hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. The question of stamping still re- 
mained, and he understood from their 
Secretary that in regard to this matter it was 
being proceeded with in most parts’ of the 
country without any undue imterference with 
the conduct of the trade. 

The next important matter, and one which 
still remained after the automatic endorse- 
ment of licences—the most important one 
confronting them was that of the duties of 
beer and spirits. Early in the year. they 
approached the Finance Minister and made as 
strong a case as it was possible for relief. in 
those duties. They had renresentatives from 
every part of the country on that deputation, 
and they came away with some hope that 
their efforts would be successful and that 
relief would be granted. Susbequently a 
further deputation, representing, not only all 
sections of the trade, but even barley-growers, 
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He attempted to justify it on the ground that 
if those duties were relieved it would mean 
taxing the necessaries of life. This was 
unjust and unfair pleading, for, as they 
represented to him in Margh last, relief in 
taxation would be followed by a proportionate 
reduction in price to the community, which 


| would naturally mean a corresponding increase 


in the output, and consequently in the 
revenue, It was up to all sections of the 
community who did not think as Mr. Blythe 
thought to conce rate upon that great, 
national question, It was impossible to 
reconcile the attitude of the Government with 
the necessities of the nation as far as that 
industry was concerned. If it was their 
intention to wipe out the. industry it was 
immoral to do so by the method which they 
were employing. When dealing with the 
problem & year ago he was 
position to say, as he was to-day, that the 
Government had not the argument that that 
was a war tax and should be paid. Since 
then, ag part of the boundary agreement, the 
Free State’s responsibility in connection 
with the war debt had been waived. 

Ten thousand licensed traders and their 
families, the vast employment in connection 
with the brewing, distilling, malting and 
other directly-involved industries, as well as 
indirectly the once-great national industry of 
barley-growing, were all involved. and the 
very existence of them all .stood imperilled. 
Between now and April next every citizen 
of the Free State who had the best interests 
of the country at heart should do his part in 
lorcing the Government to realise that these 
duties at the present figure can be kept. on no 
longer. (Hear, hear.) 

THE ACT OF 1924, 

The various other matters which engaged 
their attention during the year were more or 
less of trade interest only. so it was 
not necessary for him to refer to 
them here. It only remained for him to 
say that the licensed trade of the 
country could rest assured that nothing 
had been left undone to conserve their rights 
and preserve their property. There was one 
item, however, which he thought it was his 
duty once more to refer to publicly, and it 
was the automatic endorsement imposed by 
the Act of 1924. They could not rest until 
that nefarious law had been repealed. It 
was an outrage and an insult to a verv 
considerablg section of the community, and 
would hag® the effect, if continued in exist- 
ence for any period of years, of wiping out 
of existence many thousands of licences 
without any compensation whatever. Any 
law that would have such an effect was not 
a just law, and it was the duty of every 
trader throughout the constituencies—and he 
was confident they would have the support 
of all unbiassed people—to impress upon 
their representatives the injustice of this 
law. 

He could not conclude his remarks with- 
out referring to the question of organisation. 
As they knew, as the result of the agree- 
ment arrived at by amalgamation with the 
Counties’ Licensed Vintners’ Association, an 
additional organiser was working in the 
constituencies, and he was glad to say, now 
that he was leaving the chair, that the or- 
ganisation was never in a sounder or more 
powerful condition. (Hear, hear.) Once 
more he thanked them one and all for the 
great kindness, consideration and helpful co- 
operation which they had extended to him 
during his Year of office, for the very kind 
tributes extended to him here to-day, and 
to wish them all a bright and prosperous 
New Year. 

On the motion of Mr. Fagan, seconded by 
Mr. Conway,'the Secretary (Mr. O'Byrne), 
Mr. P. J. Walsh (Assistant Secretary), the

Sergeant Cotter gave evidence of finding 
the woman dead in bed in a back room of 
37 Francis street on December 17th last. 
There were no marks of violence on the body.
